Claims 1-3 lacks novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Dedrick, U.S. Patent No. :>,6l)6,96r>. 

Regarding claims l, Dedrick discloses the invention substantially as claimed. Dedrick discloses a pedestrian traffic 
indexing system comprising a plurality of traffic monitor at a plurlaity of provdier sites f_ col. 3. lines 49-58, col. 4, lines 
5-67, col. 10, lines 52-G7] server connected to said traffic monitors to receive traffic data from said traffic monitors 
[abstract] and one or more processors within said server for computing indexes based on said traffic data [Col. 10, lines 
33-G5] and database receiving said indexes from said processors and storing said indexes [[col. 10, lines 33-51]] and a data 
communications connection through which users may access said database [Figure 1]. 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, they are substantially the same as claim 1 and are thus rejected for similar reasons.
